WASHINGTON, June 14. (UPD— Democratic presidential 
aspirant John F. Kennedy charged today that neither 
President Eisenhower nor 'Vice President Richard JI. 
Nixon call deal effectively with the Kussiana because they 
have let America's strength sag to the peril point. In a 
major foreign policy speech to the senate, the Massachu- 
setts senator advanced a 12-point program which he said 
would rectify the "piecemeal programs, obsolete policies 
and meaningless slogans" of

for stepped-up defense spending 
to provide a nuclear retallslcry 
power second to none, greater aid 
to underdeveloped nations, mort 
realistic efforts to "wean"- Iron:

Kennedy said there Is a "defi- 
nite posslblUty red China vlU 
have an atomic bomb In the.neit 
five years and that any,such de- 
velopment "will drastically alter 
the balance ot power."

They can be- real eiiougli. At worst they 
give us a man whose liidlvldunllty.ls squeez- 
ed Jnto n very narrow space.

Actually the assault an the Idea ot organi- 
zation is part of a broader altnclc. In that 
.broader campaign, embracing not only the 
practical world but the arts, form, discipline, 
control, anything which gives shape and 
direction to human endeavor. Is derided as 
false and artificial. 

Exalted In their place arc the formeless, 
the undisciplined, the free and uncontrolled. 
Thft Idea la conveyed that there is truth 
and good only In the spontaneous, the emo- 
tional, the eruptive force. 

Homage to this notion Is seen in some of 
the paintings, the plays, the novels which 
mark this age; In youngsters whose short- 
comlRgs ore always excused and never cor- 
. rectcd; In the growing formlessness of life 
In America's overburdened cities;' In the 
conviction of some liberals that only those 
public men are to be trusted who give a 
highly emotional flavor to thelr prlnclples, 
policies and programs. 

We ore treading on very soft ground when 
Boms of our intellectuals must downgrade 
rationality, when many see even the slm- 
—plcsl^Tlclencles as the ruthless plots .of the

Man's crowning, special power Is that he 
can ^ve shape to his life. It la difficult to
